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HISTORY OF THE LOG CABIN 


This log cabin, erected in Magnolia Park, was built in May 
June and July, 1926, in memory of and as a memorial to the splen- 
did pioneers and early settlers of Harrison county. 


In February, Mr. Alma Fyrnado, who for 38 years has been 
secretary of the Old Settlers Association and for sixteen years 
secretary of the Harrison county Historical Society, conceived the 
idea of the log cabin and called in council Mr. Almor Stern, Mr. 
Horace H. McKenney, Mr. F. H. Cadwell, Mrs. W. C. Dewell and 
others, who all gave their hearty approval and have given continu- 
ous aid and effort to the project. 


Logs were called for from pioneer families. On May‘20th 
a log rolling and measuring was had, preparatory to work of erect- 
ing the building. From that date active work was done until its 
completion July 16, 1926. 


Among the workers who gave much time and valued aid 
in the construction were Almor Stern, H. H. McKenney and F. H. 
Cadwell of Logan, H. H. Wade, E. S. Scales, W. A. Kilts, L. D.

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SENTIMENT AND HISTORY. COMBINE 


We claim much more for this cabin in historical interest and 
sentiment than attaches to any other such cabin known to us. It 
has sentimental and historical value beyond any that we know of. 
Every log, except three, was donated by pioneers or their descen- 
dants, who came to the county in the fifties. The brick in the fire- 
place and the west door are from the Magnolia High school, famed 
in its time, especially from 1869 to 1879. 


Then the donations of relics from far and near, all of these 
relics having been used at some time in the building of our county. 


The builders of the cabin, had among them Horace H. and 
Charles McKenney, Almor Stern, Drusius N. Hardy, James M. 
Maule, W. H. Case, F. H. Cadwell, E. Mefford, Frank Bedsaul, Dr. 
I. B. Copeland and others, all representative of Harrison county’s 
earliest settlers. 


Replica of the old time puncheon floor is found on each side 
of the fireplace, which is one from one of the oldest houses in the 
county. On one side of the fireplace the puncheons are made of 
cottonwood from the Missouri river bottom, on the other they are 
of bass or linn wood from Elk grove. 


The builders worked with the idea of making the cabin a se- 
cure place in which to keep the records. The building itself is to 
stand for years as a monument to the pioneers. That is the reason 
for the cement floor and chinking between the logs and the asbestos 
shingles. 


The dedication was held Thursday, August 26, 1926, at the 
Forty-second annual meeting of the Old Settlers Association. 


About 310 persons made cash contributions to the amount 
of $670. This was a fine average as many of the’ donations were 
cne dollar, and of the 310 both husband and wife in some families 
contributed and were counted. The expenditures to date, with bills 
not yet presented, leave about $100 on hand. 


The purpose is to make it a Harrison county memorial to its 
pioneers under a committee of the Harrison County Historical So- 
ciety, with a director from each township. 


The cabin is open to visitors Wednesday and Sunday after- 
noons, with H. H. Wade and daughter, Ruth, custodians; A. M. Fy- 
rando, secretary-treasurer and custodian. 


The first visitor to register was James C. Crabb, age 938, and 
a pioneer of the county. 
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Made possible by the contribution of funds and labor in 
memory of the pioneers of Harrison County. 
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FIRST SETTLERS IN HARRISON COUNTY 


Daniel Brown was the first white settler. He came to Cal- 
houn in April, 1847. He lies buried in Calhoun cemtery in an un- 
marked but not unknown grave. Uriah Hawkins located in Six 
Mile Grove in July, 1847. Mary Johnson Greer, Amos Chase, John. 
Harris, for whom Harris Grove was named, Silas D. Condit, John 
Reynolds, Susan P.Graybill, Ezra Vincent and George Thorpe are 
recorded as having come in 1848. Descendants of these are still 
residents of the county, unless it be the Hawkins and Condit fam- 
ilies. 

The first male white child was William Brown, born in 1847. 
The first female white child was, Julia Vincent, now Mrs. Julia Vin- 
cent Shepard, Valentine, Nebraska, born in 1848. She was present, 
at the Log Cabin dedication August 26, 1926, and with Amasa Mer- 
chant assisted in the unveiling of the Log Cabin exhibit. 


A. W. Lockling, George Blackman, Lucius Merchant, Samuel 
Wood, and Robert McGavren came in 1850. Jonas Chatburn, John 
Jeffry, P. R. Shupe, George Musgrave, Donald Maule, H. H. Mc- 
Kenney and parents, E. J. Moore and Chester Staley were among 
those who came in 1851. 


First land was entered by purchase from United States gov- 
ernment by Daniel Brown in 1852. 


The first settler in Magnolia township was George Blackman, 
but he selected his land in 1849. 


The first settler in Jefferson township was Jason Z. Hunt 
in 1850. 


The first settler in Little Sioux township was Silas D. Con- 
dit in 1848. 


The first settler in Boyer township was Charles;!Smith in 
1850. punt 


The first settler in Cass township was Uriah Hawkins, in 
LSaT wigs: 


The first settler in Clay township was Amos. Chase, in 1848. 


The first settlers in Union township were Thomas Dobson, 
Riley Hough and “Uncle” Sammy Wood, 1849-1850. 


The first settler in Allen township was David Imlay, his son- 
in-law, Samuel Spinks, coming in the same year, 1856. 


The first settlers in St. John township were John Reynolds 
and others, locating in Tennessee hollow, probably in 1849. Rob- 
ert McGavren in 1850. 
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Henry Hushaw located in Lincoln township in 1855 as its 
first settler. 


Orville M. Allen came to Raglan township as its-first settler 
in 1849. Allen creek was named for him. 


John Harris, for whom Harris Grove was named, came to 
Lagrange township in 1848. 


James Welch and Henry Olmstead were the first settlers in 
Harrison township in 1858. 


Douglas township was first settled by a man named Pierce, 
and was followed by Matthew Hall, Thomas Binnell, George Mefford 
and others. 


Robert Hall settled in Taylor township in 1853. 
Washington township was first:settled by Hugh Walker, fol- 
lowed by Isaac M. Atkins. 


FIRST SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS 


Mrs. Jane Cunningham taught the first term of school in 
this county in 1849-1850 in a log cabin overlooking Calhoun. 


Robert McGavren taught in 1850-51 in Tennessee Hollow, 
St. John township. 


Judge King taught in 1852-18538, in Six Mile Grove, Cass 
township. 


James B. McCurley taught in 1851-52 in Section 6, Union 
township. 


The first district school was taught by Sylvia Harris, later 
Mrs. Ben LaPorte, at Elk Grove, in the fall of 1853. 


The first district school building was erected in 1858, on the 
C. I. Cutler farm two miles south of Magnolia. .F. B. Neeley was 
the first teacher. 


The first Fourth ‘of July celebration was held in Harris Grove 
in 1852. Judge King and L. D. Butler were the speakers. 


The first county fair was held at Magnolia in 1858. Judge 
King and Phineas Cadwell ran a foot race. 


The first attorney in the county was Dick Humphrey. He said 
he started as soon as there was anybody to practice on. 


The first physician was Libbeus Coons of “Bog Hay” fame. 
This was a remedy for the “shakes or ager.’”’ The first regular 
physician was Dr. Robert McGavren. 
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The first post office was at Magnolia in 1853, with P. G. 
Cooper as postmaster. 


The first saw mill was operated by Judge Jonas Chatburn 
and Stephen Mahoney. It was located on the Willow in sec! 34, 
Magnolia township. 


The first orchard wes in Cass township, owned by Asher 
Servis. 


The first newspaper in the county was edited by Isaac Par- 
rish at Calhoun in 1858. It was soon moved to Magnolia by Cap- 
tain Wm. M. Hill, who was the editor. This paper was called the 
Harrison County Flag. Later as the Magnolia Republican it was 
edited by George R. Brainard in 1859. A volume of 1859 is one 
of the relics in the Log Cabin.’ 


The first session of the district court was held in May, 1855, 
with Judge S. H. Riddle presiding. The grand jury was made up of 
Creed Saunders, James Garnett, John Conger, Chester Staley, H. H. 
Lockling, T. Meadows, P. Ro onupe, Inos,. sellers, o.) A. Lyman, Sol- 
omon Barnett, John Deal, J. H. Holton, Silas Rice and D. E. Brain- 
ard. 


The first persons to take out naturalization papers were John 
Jeffrey and Thomas Thompson of Biglers Grove. 


The first Harrison county man to enlist in the Civil War was 
Henry: Clay Harshbarger. 


William Hefford was the first man to be initiated into the 
Masonic lodge in this county, when he became a member of Magno- 
ha lodge, No. 126, in 1858. This was the first lodge in the county. 


The three first post offices were Magnolia, Calhoun and 
Fountainbleau, the latter being on what was later known as the 
Col. Cochran ranch north of Little Sioux, 


The first marriage license was issued to John Jones. and Eliz- 
abeth Outhouse, June 9, 1858, by County Judge Stephen King. 
August 10 the same year the same judge married Samuel McGavren 
and Mary Harden. le 


The first train of cars passed through the county’ over the 
Chicago & North Western in 1867. eB US 


In 1858 Magnolia was a stage center. One ran northeast by 
Butler’s Mill (Woodbine), to Olmstead (Dunlap), to Galland’s Grove 
thence to Adel in Dallas county. The other ran southwest to De- 
Soto, Nebraska, (near Blair). Jerome Seeley was at one time a 
driver on this route. 
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Harrison county was at one time a part of Keokuk county, 
and was separately organized March 7, 1858.°'A. committee com- 
posed of Abraham Fletcher, Charles Wolcott and A. D. Jones of 
Tremont, Mills and Pottawattamie counties was appointed by the 
Fourth General Assembly of Iowa to locate a seat of justice in Har- 
rison county and name it Magnolia, with the result as indicated by 
the “city on a hill,” now 73 years young. | 


FIRS I) ELECTION 


Prior to 18538 a number of the citizens of this county walked 
to Council Bluffs to vote. Among these were William Dakan, W. B. 
Copeland and S. R. Condit. The first election was held in the 
county on the first Monday in April, 1853. The county for conven- 
ience was divided into two voting precincts. Those living west of 
the Boyer voting at Magnolia and those east of that stream voting 
at Owen Thorpe’s in the Jeddo neighborhood. The election returns 
were carried to the Stephen King home on the east side. James 
Hardy and Thomas B. Neeley carried those of the west side. They 
undressed at the Boyer river and with the poll books held above 
their heads they swam the river. The result at this election was 
County Judge, Stephen King, Treasurer and Recorder, J. G. Coop- 
er, ‘Prosecuting Attorney, William Dakan, Sheriff, Chester Hamil- 
ton, Clerk of Courts, William Cooper, Surveyor, G. H. White. School 
Fund Commissioner, John Thompson. 


The first county superintendent of schools was Joe H. Smith. 
Mrs. Byron C. Adams of Logan, holds a certificate issued by him. 


Henry Olmstead was the president of the first Harrison 
county Fair which was held at Magnolia in 1858, in the old court 
house in Magnolia. John G. Downs was the secretary. Among the 
directors were Dr. J. 8. Cole, J. H. Farnsworth, William Dakan, 
Henry Reel, Robert McGavren, Stephen Mahoney, Lucius Merchant, 
W. T. Raymond, John M. Raymond, Patrick Morrow, John Noyes, 
J. S. Fountain, Daniel Brown, W. S. Meech, H. M. Huff and others. 
Judge King and Byron C. Adams ran a foot race. Some of the pre- 
miums awarded were:—Best vegetables, Asher Servis; Best horse 
back rider, Mrs. Phineas Cadwell; Best braided straw hat, Mrs. Silas 
Rice, prize, 50c; Best pair of horses, Phineas Cadwell, $3.00; Best 
stallion, Asher Servis, $3.00; best pair of 2-year old steers, James 
Hardy, $2.00; best plowing, Tom Chatburn, $3.00; best seed corn, 
O. V. Brainard, $1.00; best butter, Mrs. Phineas Cadwell, $4.00; 
best cheese, G..M. Brown, $1.00; best stockings, Mrs. H. M. Irish, 
50c; best embroidery,’ Mrs. G. W. Harris. We imagine these fairs 
were the real thing and greatly enjoyed. 


The first G. A. R. hall at Magnolia was dedicated in March. 
1891. 
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The Latter Day Saints were the first to have a religious or- 
ganization in the county, in 1849-50. The Methodist Episcopal 
church had a congregation in the county in 1851-52, under Rev. 
Tarkington. The Congregationalists came in 1852 and held ser- 
vices in Lagrange with Rev. Rice as preacher. The first Congrega- 
tional church building in the county was erected in Magnolia in 
1855, and still stands, but is used as a dwelling. Rev. John Todd of 
Tabor preached the dedicatory sermon. The Baptists came in 1858. 


FIRST TOWNS PLATTED 


The following towns or prospects were platted in the years 
named, as follows:—-Magnolia and Calhoun, 1853; Little Sioux, 
1855; Jeddo, 1856; St. John, 1857; Melrose, 1957; Cincinnati, 1857; 
Eldorado, 1857; Olmstead, 1857; Buena Vista, 1856; Parrish City, 
1858; Woodbine, 1866; Missouri Valley, 1867; Dunlap, 1867; Lo- 
gan, 1867; River Sioux, 1868; Mondamin, 1868; Modale, 1874; Cal- 
ifornia Junction, 1880; Persia, 1882; Yorkshire, 1882; Pisgah, 
1899; Orson, 1899; Fountainbleau, 1855. 


FIRST-OLD SETTLERS MEETING 


The first meeting of “Old Settlers” was held at Magnolia, Aug- 
ust 25, 1885. Hon. Phineas Cadwell was president. “Touch Me 
Gently, Time” was feelingly sung. Judge King and Judge Ford ad- 
caressed the meeting. It was thought there were 1000 present. 


The early mills of the county were the Chatburn & Mahoney 
and the Hardy mills, also the Wakefield mill, all on Willow creek. 
The Dally & Butler mill on the Boyer, near Woodbine, Chase & 
Schofield at Little Sioux, the Peyton mill on the Soldier at Mt. Pis- 
gah, the Theodore Mahoney mill on the lower Soldier, Dows mill 
east of Logan, famous for the buckwheat flour, and the McCoid 
mill on the Boyer. All were water power mills. L. D. Butler had 
a woolen mill near Woodbine at one time.

DEDICATION OF THE CABIN 


This impressive and interesting ceremony was. held in the 
forenoon, of Thursday, August 26, 1926, as prelimniary to the pro- 
gram for Old Settlers day. The north end of thé “cabin was used 
as a background for some of the more interesting of the exhibits 
contained in the building. The motto ‘Dedicated in loving memory 
to our pioneers, with tender memories for the aged, for inspiration 
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and education for the youth.” A sculptured head of Abraham Lin- 
coln above the wording “Fron Log Cabin to White House” was one 
of the appropriate touches. There was a large picture of Daniel 
Brown, first settler. There were also pictures of Mr. and Mrs. Ezra 
Vincent, who came in 1848, and one of Newell Dwight Hillis, one 
of Harrison county’s most noted sons, and a Magnolia boy. There 
was a roster with pictures of Magnolia’s early Mascnic lodge—the 
first in the county, and also a roster of Co. C of the 29th Iowa Vol- 
unteer infantry—Harrison county’s own company in the Civil War. 


When Mrs. Julia Vincent Shepard, first female white child 
born in Harrison county who was stationed at one side, and Amasa 
Merchant, one of the earliest settlers, at the other side, drew aside 
the curtains and exposed to the view of the assembled hundreds of 
of people there was a hush of reverence, which told the sentiments 
of the beholders more eloquently than words could have done.. , 


Prayer was offered by Rev. Henry DeLong of Council Bluffs, 
who preached in Magnolia in the early sixties. Mrs. S. K. MeGav- 
ren and Mrs. L. D. Willett, the latter a sister of Newell Dwight 
Hillis each gave a short talk, and the Log Cabin and its contents 
became the property of all the people of Harrison county for all 
time. 


During the day 38273 people registered as having passed 
through the Cabin, and there were many others who did not regis- 
ter. A registry book was kept near the east entrance, where those 
who came before 1870 and their descendants registered their 
names with the dates of their coming. There were 213 families 
represented in this registration, but of course a good many people 
failed to register. There might have been some duplications, too. 
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
